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ECLECTIC THEATRE. 

On Thursday last a private dramatic perfor- 
mance took place at this well-conducted private 
place of amusement, when the programme con- 
tained the farce of the “‘T wo Polts,”’ the “Ticket- 
of-Leave-man,” and the farce of “Turn him out” 
—a very good bill, and the parts were very well 
selected. 

The farce of the “Two Polts” was very well 
acted, Mr Lowe appearing as Colonel Bumpus, 
and he made a furious and passionate old gentle- 
man very humorous and funny, and he was 
much applauded throughout his performance. 
Mr Osborne was spirited and funny as Jack 
Bumpus, and he acted with vivacity and care, 
doing for the character all that the author could 
wish, The parts of Peter and Tom Polt were in 
the hands of Messrs Blake and Baker, who had 
evidently given the characters much study, for 
they played up to each other with good effect, 
and caused considerable laughter, Miss N. Lee, 
who took the part of Caroline, looked and acted 
charmingly, and did more for the character than 
it deserved, The two other young ladies, Mes- 
dames Rose and Matthews, filled their respec- 
tive characters very efficiently, and at the con- 
clusion the applause was general and enthusi- 
astic, 

The drama of the ‘'Ticket-of-leave-man ” was 
most efficiently cast, and was acted in a manner 
deserving of our best consideration. The 
Robert Brierley of Mr I’. Leonard may vie with 
any amateur we have seen attempt the part, 
indeed, there are few in the regular profession 
who could du so much justice to it. He was 
well up in the text, and had formed a proper 
view of the character. His ardent love for May 
Edwards was well and forcibly depicted, and his 
despondency and grief at the conclusion were 
powerfully portrayed. He received abundance 
of applause throughout bis performance, and it 
must be considered a decided success. Mr J. 
Owen as Dalton, never acted with more vigour 
or spirit ; he was very excellent in the first act, 
where he entices Brierley to join him and his 
associates, There was a careless off-hand man- 
ner and heedlessness of future consequences 
quite in keeping with the character, and he had 


studied the author’s meaning and carried it out 
in every scene with most praiseworthy effect. 
The audience did not neglect to appreciate his 
ability. Mr Barratt, who took the part of 
Hawkshaw, the detective, was very good; he 
had all the finesse in his acting, and would 
make an excellent representative of such a 
character in public, which would be an honour 
and a credit to the force. Mr Anewick in the 
character of Melter Moss, acted with great care 
and discrimination, aud he got through the part 
very creditably. The part of Green Jones in 
the hands of Mr Ainslow, was made very amu- 
sing, and his giggle of laughter caused much 
merriment in the audience, who appeared to en- 
joy it amazingly. We thought sometimes he 
was too knowing, and should have been more 
silly and foolish. Mr Gibson, the bill-broker, 
did all the part would admit of, and looked the 
part capitally. Mr Belson acted Maltby care- 
fully, and left nothing undone that was required. 
The other detective by Mr Osborn was done 
justice to, and the boy, Sam Willoughby, was 
admirably acted by Miss Matthews, who was 
full of fun and mischief with everybody besides 
his old granny. The part of May Edwards 
found a most efficient and talented representa- 
tive in Miss Owen, who sung very pleasingly in 
the first scene, and whose acting was excellent 
throughout, All the scenes with Brierley were 
admirably personified, particularly those of a 
serious and pathetic character. Miss Lee played 
Emily cleverly and with point and archness, and 
Miss Rose was capital as Mrs Willoughby. She 
was highly amusing and gained universal ap- 
plause. The little part of Clara was done jus- 
tice to by Miss Grundy, and the whole cast and 
yacting did great credit to all concerned, Mr 
Fiexman and his good lady paid the greatest 
‘attention to the amateurs, and are deserving of 
their best thanks for providing them with all 
; they wanted aud wished. 

The whole concluded with the farce of “ Turn 
him out,” and, as we might have shared that 
fate, we left of our own accord at a late hour. 

We ought to mention that Miss Matthews sung 
between the pieces very pleasingly, and was 
much applauded by « most respectable audience. 
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DRURY LANE. 

Tue long looked for drama by Mr Boucicault 
entitled “ Formosa ; or, the Railroad to Ruin,” 
was at last produced on Thursday, to a crowded 
andience, We at one pronounce it a complete 
success, and that the playgoing public has now 
a great treat before them, which they will do 
well to witness, for they cannot be otherwise 
thau amused and gratified. 

* Formosa” is one of Mr Boucicault’s clever: 
est pieces. It is likely also to be one of his 
most successful. The plot is interesting, and 
the acting of all the parts excellent, while the 
scenery is amongst Mr Beverley’s best efforts. 
Mr John Rouse, as Sam Boker, had the best 
part in the piece and played it best. His acting 
was genuinely comic, and in some scenes 
thoroughly effective, Mrs Billington played 
Mrs Boker with that curious mixture of hard- 
ness and pathos which make her so useful an 
actress. Mr Brittain Wright, who brings a 
reputation acquired in east-end houses, was Bob 
Sandars. He was cleverly got up, and his act- 
ing had a good deal of force. It is a part well 
suited to his abilities, and his exertions were 
highly relished by the audience. Mr Fisher 
was very successful in rendering a most difficult 
character interesting and amusing, and was the 
cause of great laughter. Mr Henry Irving has 
played a villain sufficiently frequent to be up in 
the part. He presented, accordingly, in satis- 
factory fashion, the appearance and manner of 
the high-bred rascal of modern days. Mr Bar- 
rett was a respectable Dr Doremus. Mr J. B. 
Howard made, as Tom Borroughs, bis first ap- 
pearance in London. He acted quietly, and 
seems likely in a certain class of parts to be 
useful, Miss Katherine Rogers as Formosa, 
exhibited strong feeling, and was very effective. 
Miss Maggie Brennan also was good as the Earl 
of Eden, and looked charmingly. A view of 
Barnes Bridge, with the boat-race coming off, 
was oue of the cleverest pieces of realistic 
painting ever attempted. The working figures 
representing the crews were in good order. 
Those of the steamboats were capital. Formosa’s 
Villa at Fulham, with moonlight sleeping on the 
water, was a more artistic if less ambitious 
effort. There can be no question that “ For- 
mosa” is destined to be a great and prominent 
success. 

Previous to the performance of the drama, 
the Vokes family gavetheircomical performance, 
“The Belles of the Kitchen.” This is very clever 
and ingeniousand full of true humour. It should 
be seen by all who care about stage eccentri- 
cities. 


THE NEW THEATRE AT NOTTING HILL.

It is most beautifully decorated, and 
well lighted with a sunlight, and brackets round 
the balconies, The act-drop and elegant scenery 
have been painted by Mr C, Nicholson, of the 
Royal Alfred Theatre. On the opening night 


will be performed the “ Rough Diamond,” io 
which Mr A. E. Harbourn will appear in his

needless to say that such a request was at once 
acceded to. It is said that Mr Toole was deeply 
impressed with his gracious reception,the applause 
bestowed upon him, and the high appreciation of 
his profession thus evinced by the royal party.

The burlesque of ‘‘ Blue Beard ” 
still attracts the visitors to the ballet theatre, and 
the irresistibly droll make-up and impersonation 
of Sister Ann by Mr Friend continues to excite 
shouts of laughter. 


Mr and Mrs Dominick Murray are about to 
appear at Niblo’s Theatre, New York, in “ Arrah- 
na-Pogue,” after which they will proceed on a tour 
through the states. Mr Murray, soon after his 
arrival in America, appears to have been the vic- 
tim of a serious assault from the manager of one 
of the New York theatres, the subject being the 
disputes arising from an alleged breach of con- 
tract.

The new cantata’ met with a 
very favourable reception. 





An Unrehearsed Effect.—A little episode 
occurred at the Museum on Thursday evening, 
which was not in the bill. The play was 
‘‘The Streets of New York,” and as the 
curtain rolled up for the second act, Miss Josie 
Booth (Alida Bloodgood) suddenly found her- 
self ascending likewise. Her long trailing 
dress had become fastened about the roller, and 
was being rolled up as fast as the curtain. 
Miss Booth, the actors, and the audience gave 
the alarm in a most emphatic manner, and 
fortunately the man at the wheel took heed in 
time to avert a serious calamity. The fair 
Alida was considerably unnerved by the acci- 
dent, and nearly fainted. 


THE Late Rain of Snakes in East Tennessee. 
A letter from Nashvillie, July 17, states that 
the account of the remarkable phenomenon of 
a rain of snakes in Indian Gap, East Tenn., a 
few days since, proves to be correct. A field 
hand working for James Cook on his farm, 
about half a mile from the gap, was examining 
the snakes on the morning succeeding their 
fall. Noticing one huge snake as he was in 
the act of measuring it with a string when he 
discovered that it was moving. Starting back 
in affright he stumbled and fell with out- 
stretched arms on the horrid mass of the 
dying and dead serpents. One of them bit 
him in the thumb of the left hand. The poor 
fellow hastened from the place as quick as pos- 
sible, and reached the farmhouse of his em- 
ployer. He was given immediate assistance. 
Notwithstanding every effort the bitten man 
died about sundown. The alarm occasioned 
by this freak of nature has not yet subsided. 


Tue Mont Cenis Tunnel.—It is stated in 
the Italian papers that great progress is making 
with the Mont Cenis Tunnel, the works being 
actively carried on night and day, and that 
there is every probability the line will be 
opened in the course of next year. To cele- 
brate this event it has now been definitively 
decided that a Universal Exhibition shall be 
held at Turin in the spring of 1872. 

TELEGRAPHING to India.—The “ Times of 
India” mentions that on the 29th of June a 
telegram was published in the Bombay papers 
which had come through from New York in 
twenty-four hours. By way of a set-off to 
this rapidity, it says that telegrams from 
Europe are sometimes forestalled several days 
by the regular mail.

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POPULAR ACTRESSES.—XXII.—III.—IV. 
CLAIRON.—DUMESNIL.—DANGEVILLE. 

Mp.Ls. CLarron was a distinguished French 
actress, born of humble parents at Conde, in 
1723. At 12 years of age she made her debut in 
the play of the ‘‘ Isle of Slaves,” and after playing 
at Lille, Dunkirk, Ghent and Rouen, she appeared 
in the metropolis under the friendly instruction of 
the celebrated actress Mdlle. Dangeville, and 





rose to high celebrity. In 1743 she took the 
public by storm in her great part of Phedre, in 
which she rivalled Dumesnil ; and she sustained 
her fame as Zenobie, Ariane and Electra in Cre- 
billon’s tragedy. Chateaubrun’s tragedy of “ Les 
Troyennes ” was indebted for its success to the 
superb acting of Mdlle. Clairon as the heroine, 
The author kept this, his best play, by him for 40 
years before he produced it, as he could not meet 
with an actress capable of embodying the principal 
part, until this lady undertook it. 

She was clever also in comedy. At the age of 
80 she astonished and delighted John Kemble, 
who paid her a complimentary visit, with a singu- 
larly energetic representation of one of her chief 
characters. Clairon was of low stature, ofa full 
habit of body, and had few pretensions of beauty, 
but knew herself to be no ordinary woman. She 
died at Paris in 1803, shortly after Kemble’s visit. 
She edited some works of art. 

Marie Francvise Dumesnil, ber rival in tragic 
declamation, was born in Paris in 1713, and ap- 
peared two years after Clairon’s debut as Clytem- 
nestra, and rose ina short time to the highest 
eminence. In parts such as this, requiring regal 
dignity, deep pathos, and the terrific display of 
the fierce passions, she excelled all her contempo- 
raries, not excepting Clairon herself, and was in 
some respects equal to Mrs Siddons. 

In 1775 she retired from the stage and died, 
strange to say, a few weeks after her rival Clair- 
on, at the age of 90, at Boulogne, where she had 
long resided. Three years before her death she 
published two works. 

Her rival’s instructress, Mdlle. Dangeville, was 
a comic actress of great renown, whose father was 
a dancer at the Parisian opera-house, and whose 
mother was an actress. She appeared on the 
Stage at 8 years Ofage. As a representative of the 
animated swivantes of the French stage she was 
without a rival. She was born two years before 
Garrick. She died in 1796. These three gifted 
actresses lived to a good old age, (respectively 80, 
90, and 82,) a proof, if one were needed, of the 
healthiness of the profession, if the professor ob- 
serves Adam’s golden rule :— 


‘‘ For in my youth I never did apply 
Hot and rebellious liquors in my blood : 
Nor did not with unbashful forehead woo 
The means of weakness and debility.”

POPULAR ACTORS.—II. 
RICHARD BURBAGE. 
NED ALLEYNE 

We commenced our biographical sketches of 
performers of the male sex with that prince of 
actors, David Garrick. The palm of merit, how- 
ever, has been disputed by the great Elizabethan 
artists whose names perhaps (according to tradi- 
tion) ought to rank before that of the Georgian 
Roscius. 

Richard Burbage granted to his father James, 
also an actor, the first royal patent coneeded in 
England to stage performers. In 1603 the name 
of Richard Burbage was inserted along with those 
of William Shakspere and others in a license 
granted by King James. He sustained many 


of the great bard’s tragic characters, and was 
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especially admired as Dickon of Bosworth Field. 
fle was an artist not only on the boards, but on 


' canvas, evidence not being wanting to prove that 


he was the painter of the Felton portrait of Shak- 
spere. Ampler testimony is borne to his abilities 
by Flecknoe, who styles hima “ delightful Pro- 
teus,” and by Sir R. Baker, who avers that he was 
“such an actor as no age must ever look to see 
the like.” He died March 13, 1620, and was 
buried in the churchyard of St. Leonard, Shore- 
ditch. An epitaph on him by Philpot, has, for 
brevity and appropriateness, never been sur- 


pased :— 
“ EXIT BURBAGE,” 





Edward Alleyne, son of E. Alleyne of Wynton, 
Bucks, was born, according to a mem. in his own 
hand (which differs from the age on his tomb- 
stone) Sept 1, 1556, in Bishopsgate. He devoted 
himself very early to the stage, and rose rapidly 
toeminence. He is much celebrated by contem- 
porary poets, especially dramatists, in whose plays 
he performed. Heywood describes him as inimi- 
table, the best of actors; and Ben Jonson as 
having outstript both Roscius and Hsop. George 
Peele writes to a friend that ‘‘ When they were all 
very merrye at the Globe Ned Allyn did not 
scruple to affirm pleasauntly to thy friend Will, 
that he had stolen his speech about the quality of 
anactor’s excellencye in Hamlet hys tragedye 
from conversations which had passed between 
them and opinions given by Allyn touching the 
subject. Shakspere did not take this talk in good 
sorte—but Jonson put an end to the stryfe with 
wittylye remarking :—This affaire needeth no 


contentione. You stole it from Ned, no doubte. 


Do not marvel. Have you not seen him act tymes 
out of No.?” From performer Alleyne became 
proprietor ; and in conjunction with Hentlowe, 
whose stepdaughter he had married, he built the 


| Fortune theatre. He was also partner in a bear- 


garden, (an amusing account of which will be 
found in Vol. 28., p, 372) and Master of His 
Majesty’s games of bulls, bears, &c. He became 
tich, and, says Fuller, ‘following Christ’s councel,

building situate, says Evelyn, in a melancholy 
part of Camberwell was built in 1617 by Inigo 
Jones. Under the name of God's Gift College, it 
was opened in form, June 21, 1619, Bacon and 
other great men being present. The college visi- 
tors have, however, sagged, for none of the boys 
are sent to the university, as intended by the 
founder. Allen was thrice married, but had no 
children. He founded ten almshouses in St. 
Botolph’s, and 10 in St. Saviour’s, Southwark. 
He died in Dulwich, Nov. 25, 1626, and was in- 
terred in the college chapel. A story went that 
Alleyne was frightened by Old Nick, who ap- 
peared to him when performing on the stage; but 
be does not seem to have thought he had done 
aught requiring expiation, for after the college 
was occupied he still continued to keep his play- 
houses and his bear-garden, and in his Diary, 
preserved in the library at Dulwich, he thanks 





God for the good income produced by them. This 
diary extends from Michaelmas 1617 to Michael- 
mas, 1622. 





SADLER’S WELLS. 

On Monday a performance was given at this 
theatre which consisted of the following variety : 
The farce entitled, ** The Two Polts ;” the drama 
of “ Lady of Lyons,” and the petit comedy of 
“Delicate Ground.” The farce went off with 
great eclat, the Polts being played with great 
comic humour by Messrs R. Edgar and Newbound, 
The novelty of the evening was the debut ofa 
Miss Minnie Aslington, who undertook the cha- 
racter of Pauline in the play.
